Hello Atty. Gottfredsen, 

I am writing to let you know that despite your determination regarding my 

appeal SPR24/1896, which permits me to access my police report, lan Cyr who represents 
the UMass Police Department's Public Records Office has continued to ignore my 

request and deny me my rights to access the police report where I was charged with a felony 
without having been arrested. He has acted repeatedly unprofessional and refused to 
acknowledge or comply with the 10 business day deadline which you have enforced. Please 
let me know what steps I can take to ensure his compliance. 

I would also like it to be known that Ian Cyr was the officer who repeatedly refused to take 
my private address and information off the UMPD public website after my arrest for 
peacefully protesting in October while I was being severely doxxed, threatened, and 
harassed online and in person for my college activism and was reporting these incidents to 
UMPD as they happened. I was being threatened with rape, assault other equally horrifying 
things, and Ian Cyr told me, at the height of my distress that it was vital for UMPD to 
publically display my police report and private information and make it easily available to 
anyone who wanted it because he claimed, access to Public Records was an irrevocable 
right for any person. His willingness to endanger me despite my state of severe distress and 
panic at the time of my arrest earlier this year by publicizing the police report and private 
information that was publically issued at that time highlights his hypocrisy in continuing to 
deny me my police report in this most recent case. This lack of professionalism and 
consistency is absurd and insulting- please help me ensure that my rights are granted and 
this hypocrisy is corrected.
